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CAPTURE OR KILL 
VILLA BANDITS IS 
ORDER TO TROOPS 


Force of at Least5,000Regulars 
Now at Border Points Will 
Be Sent Against Mex- 
ican Outlaws. 


Emphatic Action is Taken at Cabinet Meet- 
ing and Hope is Expressed for 
Friendly Co-operation by 
Carranza Government. 


Washington, March 10.—^President Wilson today ordered Ameri- 
can troops over the Mexican border to capture or kill the Villa ban- 
dits who yesterday raided Columbus, N. M. 


Major General Scott, chief of staff of the army, announced that 
the expedition would consist of not less than five thousand men, all 
of which are available on the border under Major General Funston. , 
In its present stage the president's order does not mean interven- 
tion in Mexico. It provides for a punitive expedition to deal with 
lawless forces over which the Carranza government has lio control, 


White House Statement. 


The following statement was issued 
at the whitef house: 


"An adequate force will be sent at 
once in pursuit of Villa with the sin- 
gle object of capturing him and «putting 
a stop to his forays. 


"This can be < done and will be done in 
entirely friendly aid to the constituted 
authorities in Mexico and with scrupu- 
lous respect for the sovereignty of that 
republic."

It was said that the pursuit of Villa 
would be undertaken irf a comprehensive 
way and organized plans will be laid 
for his apprehension. 


Officials Much Pleased. 


Officials t received the word of the de- 
cision to go after Villa with troops witli 
undisguised satisfaction. 
Cabinet mem- 
bers 
expressed 
themselves 
greatly 
pleased. Army officers voice unanimous 
approval. 
A general feeling of relief 
that the administration had finally de- 
cided to take the step was apparent. 


The president himself is firmly con^ 
vincedtof the necessity of elimmatmg 
Villa from the Mexican situation. He 
ÌB represented just as determined to 
oust Villa as he was to oust Victoriano 


Dead or AUve. 


It was said at the white house that 
the American government wants Villa, 
dead» or alive, and that no steps will be 
neglected to carry out t^at ol^iect. 


If was declared that the United States 
wiil not consider the punitive expedition 
as invasion of Mexico« and will continue 
to deal with the Carranza government. 
The American government is still op- 
posed to armed intervention in Mexico, 
but baa decided, that the peace of both 
Mexico and the United tSates is im- 
periled by the continued activities of

Action Is Unanimous. 


At the cabinet meeting the discussion 
was brief and to the point. The cabinet 
unanimously agreed that the only thing 
to do was to send troops. 


President Wilson took the same posi- 
tion and at once instructed Secretary 
Baker to issue the necessary orders. He 
also instructed Secretary Lansing to in- 
form Gen. Carranxii of' tlie attitude of 
the American government. 
Leaders uf 
botli houses of congress Mere immediate- 
ly notified from the Avhite house of the 
president's action. 
They approved his 
course. 


Before deciding finally. to send the 
troops after Villa the president con- 
ferred over the teloplioue witli Cliairnian 
Stone of the seiinte foreign 
relations 
committee, wlio told Jiim he believed the 
sentiment of congress would support this 
action. It was considered possible that 
within a few days

miglit go before congress to recite the 
scries of actions by Villa which led up 
to the ordering of troops to efTect his 
capture. It was said at the white liouse 
that the president had not yet decided 
this point.

Against Proposal to Raise 
Canadian Soldier Con- 
tingent to 500,000. 


Montreal, March 10.—Lord Shaugh- 
nessy, president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company, is opposed to the plan 
of Sir Robert Borden, the Canadian pre- 
mier, to raise the Canadian contingent 
in the European war to 500,000 men. 
Addressing a meeting of business and 
military leaders, held here yesterday to 
encourage recruiting, Lord Shaughnessy 
said he did not regard the plan as prac- 
ticable and that if Canada was to at- 
tempt to raise 225,000 in addition to its 
present army it would cause a serious 
draft upon the working population. He 
announced that the agricultural depart- 
ment has asked tbe Canadian Pacific for 
aid in taking 10,000 farmers to the west- 
em provinces for seeding and harvesting 
work. 
' 


Lord Shaughnessy advised that Can- 
ada go slow abolit recruiting, saying 
that some of the first Canadian contin- 
gents are still in camp in England, while 
130,000 men, representing an outlay of 
probably $12,000,000 a month, are still 
in Canada with no prospect of being 
moved to Europe for a long time. He 
Baid it would have been better to have 
gone more slowly and saved $5,000,000 a 
month, for use hereafter. He asked if 
it would be wise to go on lessening Can- 
ada's ability to give financial aid to the 
British empire when 'the time of its 
need should coma-

FRENCH 1» DENIAL 
OF CE W U S 


Reported Capture of Vaux is 
Declared in Every Way 
False. 


Paris, "March 10.—An official noté has 
been issued categorically denying 
the 
statement made in the German official 
communication of March 9 
that 
the 
"village and armored fort of Vaux were 
captured 
a 
glorious night attack

by Posen reserve regiments

under the leadership of Gen. 
von Guxctsky Cornitz."' 


Thia assertion, the note says, is in 
every way false. 
The note denies other 
statements contained in recent German 
ofKcial comm\niications. 
The French olii- 
cial note says: 


"German ofTicial dispatches of ilarch 
9 affirm that in a glorious night attack 
the Posen reserve regiments, No. G and 
jSo. 19, under command of the infantry, 
Gen. von. Guretsky Oornitz, stormed the 
fort of Vaux witli a number of adjacent 
fortifications. 
This assertion is false in 
every "way. At the very hour when the 
German 
communication 
arrived 
the 
lYench staff found that the fort of Vaux 
had not been attacked and that the sol- 
diers guarding it wore calmly at their 
posts. 


"The same communication asserts fur- 
ther ( 1 ) that German troops are engaged 
in clearing French troops still remaining 
out of Corbeaux woodsj (2) that the Ger- 
mans stormed the village of Vaux. These 
a.ssertions are both untrue. 
At the-pres- 
ent moment the enemy only occupies the 
eastern extremity of Corbeaux -woods, 
the greater part of which is held by us. 
All German 
counter-attacks 
failed 
to 
drive us from it. 
Tlie village of Vaux, 
attacked during the night by German 
troops, was vigorously defended and re- 
mains in our hands. 
Tlie German in- 
fantry which succeeded in getting into 
the village were all driven out at the 
point of the bayonet. 


"It has beén remarked that since the 
failure of the offensive against Verdun 
German official commmiications are fnll 
of false statements. 
Thus 
when 
the 
French troops withdrew from Fresnea, 
the German communication 
6tate<l on 
IMarch 7 that 300 French prisoners have 
been taken and then on March 8 that 
the number amounted to over 700. 
The 
garrison of Fresneg was less than 700 
altogether and was able to withdraw 
from thc/village Avithout great difficulty. 
In the attack on Forges, Rcgneville and 
Corbeaux wood 
the 
Germans declareri 
that ihoy had made prisoners 58 officers 
and 3,277 men. all unwounded. 
Xow the 
garrisons of Forges and Ptegneville were 
in all about 600 men and that ia all the 
cneniv could possiblv liaAO captured."

the housewife learns that at certain Bca> 
sons, due partly to manipulated prices, cer- 
tain staple products are much cheaper 
tlian at other seasons. 
The egg specu- 
lators and manipulators and cold storage 
warehouse men use every effort to estab- 
lish the lowest price possible on eggs, so 
tliat they can fill the cold storage ware- 
houses at a price which will g'uarantee 
them a profit next fall. 


"The so-c;illcd egg trust at Kansas City 
this week dia its utmost to establiah a 
price of 18 cents a dozen on the finest 
eggs. 
Thia Is equivalent to 19 cents In 
New York a,nd would net the producer 12 
cents a dozen. 


"For the next sixty days eggs will be 
one of the cheapest and best foods in the 
market.

Railway Union Heads issue

Statement on Oase at 


» Chicago. 


Chicago, March 10.—It was officially 
announced last night that the vote of 
400,000 engineers, 
firemen, conductors 
and 
trainmen 
of 
American .railroads 
overwhelmingly favored authorizing un- 
ion heads to enter into 
negotiations 
with the railroads for an eight hour 
day. 
The following statement was is- 
sued: 


"While the returns from- the mem- 
bership of these four organizations are 
not completed, it is evident that vote 
is overwhelmingly in favor of present- 
ing to the railway companies of the 
United States the request for the eight 
hour day and time and one-half 
for 
overtime. 
Consequently 
the 
move- 
ment Avith that object hi view will be 
carried forward in its regular course. 


"The present vote has no significance 
except as an indication of the desire 
of the men that this matter should be 
pressed to a conclusion And all report« 
that it has any significance as a strike 
vote are erroneous and misleading. 
In 
the immediate future the requests will 
be presented to the railway 
manage- 
ments and the necessary steps taken to 
make the same effective." 


The statement was signed by W. S. 
Stone, grand chief of' the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers; A. B. GNR- 
retson. president of the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors; W. S. Carter, presi- 
dent of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen 
and 
Enginenien, and W. G. 
Lee, president of the Brotherhood of 
Railway 
Trainmen. 


The roads have made it plain that 
they intend to fight the proposed condi- 
tions. 
Upon their 
refusal to 
accede 
to the requests, which is taken as a 
foregone conclusion, committees 
repre- 
senting both sides will be appointed to 
negotiate a settlement, if possible. 
The 
railroads, it is said, will insist upon ar- 
bitration under the Erdman act, if the 
private negotiations fail.

County Chairman R, S. Stephens.will pre- 
side and other prominent prohibitionists. 
Including County Secretary M. L. Wilson, 
Attorney James B. Graham, H. S. Schrä- 
der, H. T. Pürñeld and Rev. Cfharles M, 
Hollopeter, of Monroeville, will be present 
to take part in the •deliberations. A large 
attendance is expected.

ARE SUNK BY 
K 


London, March 10.—(1:10 p. m.)—TJie 
British torpedo boat destroyer Coquettt, 
and torpedo boat, No. 11, have been 
sunk by striking mines, it was' officially 
announced this afternoon. 


The ofTicial announcement^says 
the 
nnniber of casualties in connection with 
the sinking' of the war ships was 45. 
Tiie statement 
follows: 


"The torpedo boat destroyer Coquette, 
Lieut. Vere Seymour, R. N. R., in com- 
mand,, and H. M.* torpedo boat, lio. 11, 
Lient. John A. T. Legh, R. N., have 
struck mines off the east coast 
and 
sunk. 
The casualties were:

"C!oquctte, an ofllcer and 21 men. 
"The torpedo boat, three officers and 
20 men."

The number of non-combatants killed 
by Groat Birtain's enemies since the be- 
ginning 
of

war aggregate 
8,153, 
Premier» Asquith writes in reply to a rfr- 
quest for information by Major Hunter. 
Forty-nine men, thirty-nine women and 
thirty-nine children were killed in coast 
bombardments.

August 4, 1914; and March 8, 1916, but 
the detailed figures were not available. 


FRENCH LINER SENT DOWN. 


Paris, March 10.—A Bav«s dispatch 
from Havre says that the French line 
eteamship Louisaine sanlf last Jiight at 
11 o'clock. 
All tho crow were saved. No 
passengers were aboard. 
It is presiuiied 
that the vessel was sunk by the same 
subiniirino that has been operating along 
the coast between Boulogne and Havre 
and which torpedoed tho Hermatrice. 


Tho Louisaine had arrived from New 
Orleans, which port she left on February 
11, entering Newport News on February 
and leaving on the following day. 
The vessel had for many years been en- 
gaged in trans-Atlantic passenger serv- 
ice, mostly to ports in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. 
No further details of the loss of 
the ship have been given out. 


The allusion in the above dispatch to 
a submarine operating along the English 
channel between Boulogne and Havre is 
the first word that has been received 
here regarding^the\presence of a hostile 
craft in that part of the French coast. 
Available shipping records make no men- 
tion of a vessel named Hermatrice.

LESSON TEXT—Heb. 11:1; 12:3. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Let us run with pa<- 
tlence the race that is set before ua^ 
looking unto Jesus, the author and per- 
fector of our faith.—Heb. 12:1. 2. 


There are two ktnds of heroism for 
which medals are awarded 
in 
this 
country. 
Congress confers a "medal 
of honor" for distteguished 
services 
and extraordinary Jieroism 
in 
war. 
The Carnegie "hero fund in peace," 
bestows medals and pecuniary recos* 
nition for heroic deeds performed In 
preserving and rescuing human life, 
and the first medal thus issued was 
given to a boy for rescuing another 
'boy from drowning. 


I. Faith Defined, v. 1. 
This is per- 
haps the most quoted and 
succinct 
definition we have of faith. 
What fol- 
lows is but the illustration and ap- 
plication of the fact. 
Faith is an "as- 
surance" (R. v.). 
The ground of this 
assurance and conviction is the word 
of God. 
(See Rom. 10:17). 
The only 
sure ground for a dynamic and intel- 
ligent faith is God's word: put to the 
'acid test of experience it never falls. 


II. Faith Declared, w . 4, 5. 
Fftith 
;had been declared and manifested by 
¡many Illustrations before the death of 
¡Stephen: 


(a) Abel, at the risk of his brother's 
«nger, obeyed the unseen God 
and 
earned his approval; his heroic, mar- 
tyred spirit still speaks to men (v. 4). 


(b) Enoch, the diligent seeker after 
God, in a world of lawlessness lived a 
life well-pleasing to him through 
a 
faith that made his presence real (vv. 
to, 6). 


(c) Noah (v.7>, a lonely man of faith 
(Gen. 6:5), chose the unseen God and 
|Preached 
righteousness 
rather 
than 
avoid the ridicule of his neighbors. 
'Noah V reckoning the invisible as tan- 
gible, continued to build his ark and 
became a blessing to the race. 


(d) Abraham and Sarah (S-12). Not 
knowing whither they went, by faith 
these lonely pilgrims unerringly fol- 
lowed an invisible God to an unseen 
country; but a faith greater still led 
them to "dwell in the land" and not 
possess it 
(V. 10). 
Their faith re- 
deemed them from the mere emigrant 
character. 
They "looked for a city, 
which had foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God." 


(e) Moses (23-28) showed his faith 
by a right choice. 
He weighed values 
and had "respect unto the recompense 
of reward." 
His faith "endured, as 
seeing him who is invisible." 
Moses 
saw by faith the "reproach of Christ," 
that which Christ suffered for the re- 
demption of the world, as being of 
"igreater riches than the treasures of 
Egypt." 


These, and others not mentioned, 
are summarized by their having ao- 
complished ten different things 
(33- 
40). 
They performed great deeds of 
heroism (32-34); they endured great 
suffering and persecution (35,36), 
All 
of this suffering was to issue in a 
greater reward with the glory 
that 
was to come (Rom. 8:18, II Cor. 4:17, 
18). 
All these men of faith "obtained 
a good report." 


III. Faith Demanded, 12: 1, 2. 
The 
Holy Spirit has given us this long list 
of heroes as an exhortation to stir up 
those living to the performance of 
their dtJty. The roll call of triumphant 
heroes is not yet completed. 
All these 
mentioned are witnesses, not onlook- 
ers. 
These are they who have testi- 
fied to God and to the truth of his 
word. 
In the light of this testimony 
and on the same ground of their tes- 
timony, we are to do several things: 


1. To "lay aside every weight." 
No 
runner carries any weight beyond that 
which is needful. 
Some things are 
burdens that are not necessarily sins. 
Every such thing hinders our running 
and should be laid aside. 


2. "The sin that doth so easily beset 
us." 
Literally, that wrap themselves 
about us as an ill-fitting garment, and 
which trip or impede 
the 
runner's 
progress. 
These sins 
(not sin) 
are 
those little devil habits and practices 
which must, for that reason, be laid 
aside. 


3. "Run with patience the race set 
before us." 
There must be steadfast- 
ness and endurance. 
If church mem- 
bers were as faithful in following up 
e s the average business house is, we 
would have less of lapsed church mem- 
bers and fewer boys and girls who 
drift away from the Sunday school. 


4. "Looking unto Jesus." This is the 
keynote to this entire epistle and to 
this category of heroes. 
He is our 
"file-leader" and the perfector of our 
faith. 
Once we get our eyes off him 
we will stumble and fall in the race. 
"For the joy (literally equal fellow- 
ship with God) set before him, he en- 
dured the cross" (Phil. 2:6-8). 
If we 
would win the race, we must despisG 
the sin which lies in the path of abso 
lute loyalty to God. 


The work of Jesus and the bestow- 
ing of the Holy Spirit who is always 
with us, is the source, the author of j 
our faith. 


There is far too much easy going 
Christianity 
and 
too 
little 
self-sur- 
render and almost no privation in our 
modern church life. 


Such a passionless Christianity has 
produced an indifferent world.

Government Finds Marked 
Advance in Industry 
Over Country. 


Washington, March 9.—A preliminarv 
statement of the general results of the 
1914 census of manufactures wit.u rof- 
erence to the beet sugar industrv has 
been issued by IMrector Kam. L. Rogers, 
of ^ t bureau of the. eensus, d«partment 


of commerce. 
It consists of a detailed 
statement of the quantity of mat'-naJs 
and the value of the various products 
manufactured, prepared under the di- 
rection of William M. Steuart, chief sta- 
tistician for manufactures. 


Reports were received from 03 fat 
tories engaged in the manufacture of 
beet sugar, the majority of which re- 
ported for the season of 1913-14. 
The 
products for the year were valued Ai 
$62,605,209. At the census of 1909 tUer« 
were reported 65 factories, with prod- 
ucts valued at $48,122,383.. The vadue 
of the annual production, therefore, Ii:(3 
increased by $14,482,826, or 30.1 per cent. 


The 
65 
factories reported 
jji 
1914 
used a total of 5,6;19,103 tons of sugar 
beets, from which were produced 730, • 
233 tons of granulated sugar, valued at 
$58,351,323; 4,240 tons of raw /iugor, 
valued at 1239.142; and 20,46U9I gal. 


Ions (of 12.2 pounds) of molasses, val- 
ued at $1.530,192. 
In addition, there 
were subsidiary or by-products 
valued 
at .$2,478,552. 


The report issued January 31, 191b. 
giving the quantity of beets treated in 
tons of 2,240 pounds, was in error. 
Tiio 
quantity represented short tons of 2,000 
pounds. 


Of the 65 factories reported in 101 
15 Avere located in Michigan, 13 in Colo- 
rado, 12 in California, 7 in Utah, 4 • in 
Idaho, 3 in Wisconsin, 2 in Nebraska, 3 
in Ohio, and 1 each in Kansas, Mon- 
tana, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa and Minnc 
sota.

1 Whoaoev« beUareth that Jesus is the Christ is born of God: and every 
one that loveth him that begat loveth him also that is begotten of him.

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The County Nominations. 


Out of the maze of uncertainty as to precise results by reason of 
the heavy vote and numerous close contests in the Allen county 
primary has emerged a democratic county ticket that will rank as an 
excellent one—a ticket possessing many con^icuous elements of 
strength. It does not, of course, completely meet the individual hopes 
of all the voters. No ticket ever does this. There are inevitably dis- 
appointments here and there as the ardent supporters of one man 
see him overthrown by another, but as a whole the ticket is one which 
can hardly fail to command high favor with the voters. 


More than that, it represents, so far as it is possible to secure act- 
ual representation, the definite will of the party, for it is the ex- 
pression which all the voters were invited to give, and which as a 
matter of fact actually was given by a very large percentage of Allen 
county democratic voters. Those Avho did not embrace the oppor- 
tunity to have a say-so in the matter have only themselves to blame. 
So far as can be judged, also, there has been but little ill-feeling en- 
gendered, despite the heated contests and the individual partisanship 
attending the race for a number of the nominations for which there 
were many aspirants. 
It was strenuous in spots, but it was as a 
whole cleanly and free from acrimony and vituperation, and the 
party will be in splendid shape to go forward in the campaign to vic- 
tory in November. 


The selections by the republicans, also, measure up well and will 
doubtless be entirely acceptable to voters of that party. And in all, 
the outcome in the Allen county primaries gives promise that the cam- 
paign will be a clean one, a sensible one, and that it will be determ- 
ined squarely upon its merits. 


With the republican senatorial contest between Mr. New and 
Mr. Watson thrown into the state convention, as now seems prob- 
able from the fact that Mr. New's total does not constitute the re- 
quired majority over his two opponents, there opens the possibility 
of a smashiug fight in that body. The outcome will be largely de- 
pendent, too, upon how generally over the state there has been 
reached an agreement such as that in the Twelfth district, by which 
the delegates to the state convention will attempt to vote there the 
exact sentiments of their county as recorded in the primary vote. The 
nomination is apparently safely Mr. New's unless too many of the 
delegates jump the reservation and attempt political insurgency. In 
that event anything might happen. 


Newton D, Baker, the new secretary of war, had barely taken 
his oath of office on Thursday when the wires flashed the news of 
Villa's attack on Columbus, New Mexico, with thé killing of some 
fifteen Americans in the murderous butchery. But then, in view of 
the hair-trigger situation of things generally of late, it is hardly 
probable the Cleveland man took the job with the expectation of find- 
ing it a sinecure—and he has demonstrated his capacity for 
grappling with rather large problems. Not many men are confronted 
by an interrogation point of this magnitude before the echo of their 
oath of office has died away, and the country will note with especial 
interest the course of the new cabinet member in dealing with his 
end of the very momentous situation. 


Washington dispatches explain the failure of Congressman 
Adair, now democratic nominee for governor, to be paired during 
his absence from Washington in the armed ship controversy. Before 
leaving Washington Mr. Adair instructed the pair clerk to pair him 
Oil the side of the president on all matters that might conite up while 
h6 was away, and the pair clerk was unable to find any member op- 
posed to the president's policies who would pair with the Portland 
mto. On the show-down, it will be retealled, the house vote, like that 
in the senate, was overwhelmingly in Support of the president. 


Colonel Roosevelt, from far away in Trinidad, has given out a 
statement in which he declares that the country's future depends en- 
tirely upon what tho republican convention does at Chicago in June. 
This may be interpreted to signify either that the colonel has given 
up his progressive organization as a hopelessly dead one or that ho 
id willing to make sufficient concession to the republicans to permit 
them to climb on the Roosevelt progressive party bandwagon ag it 


goes by. Republicans who expect to join the ruAh would do well to 
ftdge up somewhere near the front of thè liue. 


Meanwhile, Angola should worry. With the democratic, the re- 
publican and the progressive candidatis for congress in the Twclth 
^'strict all hailing from the Steuben county capital, it is difficult to 
•ec how Angola's going to lose this y e a r .

In all 2,000 girls are housed and made 
comfortable. 


She had help in a financial way, for

chief clement in the success of her un- 
dertakings. 
Many problems presented 
themselves; new question» continually 
came up for her to settle and her re- 
sponsibilities were heavy. 
Overwork, it 
iy said, causod her breakdown, but she 
liad at least "done what she could,'' and 
bad proved that where energy, good judg- 
ment and high devotion to a good cause 
are combined, no one need despair of 
achievement.

PiOPEII FOOD FOR 


Government Experts 
Set 
Out Much Helpful 
Information, 


Washington, D. C., Iklarcli 10.—Simple 
bills of fare, helpful recipes and prac- 
tical directions for the preparation ol 
foods for children between three and six 
years of age are containejl in Farmers' 
Bulletin, 717, "Food for Youn^ Chil- 
dren," just issued by the U. S. depart- 
ment 
of 
ag:riculture. 
The 
bulletin, 
•which was written by Caroline L. Hunt, 
under the direction of Dr. C. F. Lang- 
worthy, chief of the office of home eco- 
nomics, 
is 
easy to 
understand 
and 
should be helpful to mothers who are 
trying so to care for their qhildrcn that 
they will grow up into stahyart and 
efficient men and women. 
It is issued 
at this time as a co-operative contribu- 
tion to the '-Baby Week"' campaign con- 
ducted bv the ciiildren's Bureau of the 
U. S. department of labor. 


The author has carefiillv avoided the 
use of all technical dietary terms or 
systems of grouping and has so classi- 
fied foods that any mother can meet thu 
following definition of a satisfactory 
diet for a little child: 


"A little child of 3 to 6 years of age 
who is carefully fed in accordance with 
his bodily needs (as these are now un- 
dorstood) receives every day at least 
one food from each of the followins 
croups: 


1. ?tlilk and dishes made chiefly of 
milk (most important of the group as 
regards 
children's 
diet); 
meat, 
fish, 
poultry, oggs. and meat substitutes. 


2. Bread and other cereal foods. 


Butter and other wholesome fats. 


4. Vegetables and fruits. 
.5. Simple sweets." 
The relation of food to the condition j 
of the bowels is also an important mat- 
ter. 
Grains, particularly those contain- 
ing the outer or branny layers or coats, 
are laxative; so, too, are such mildly 
«cid 
fruits 
as 
apple.«*, 
oranges 
and 
grapefruit. 
So far, therefpre, as the 
important matter 
of preventing con- 
stipation is concerned, coarse grains and 
mildly acid fruits serve the same pur- 
pose. 
When fruits are to be obtained 
in abundance, tlie kind of cereal served 
is not of great importance. When they 
are not, the coarser cercáis should be 
used. 


A Juart of Milk a Day. 


The basis of a child's diet should be 
clean whole mille—at least a quart a 
day. 
Such milk, in addition to water, 
contains about half a cupful of the 
very 
best 
food substances—hutierfat, 
milk sugar, limo, and other materials 
needed by tin- child to make muscle, 
bones and tcotli. In addition milk con- 
tains a puhfitancc thought to promot« 
growtii iiv iiolpinp the body make good 
uso of othor fontii:. 
When good whole 
milk 
is not 
obtainable, clcan. fresh 
fikim milk sii|i|iJics these 
substances 
with tiic oxcopiion of the buttcrfat, and 
1.-5 of 
course, preferable to dirty or 
nuostionable whole milk. 
Milk, how- 
ever, contains very little iron and there- 
fore spinach and other green vegetables 
and egg yolks, wliich are rich in iron, 
conibiîic well Avith milk. 


The child should drink the milk with 
ilio chill taken off, or should consume 
ln=> full quart a day with cereals and in 
miik toast, cocoa, milk soups and stews, 
in cereal puddings, egg-and-milk pud- 
dings, custards, junkets, or simple ice 
creams. 
Milk stews may be made witli 
vegetables or fish, or to vary the diet 
tlicse 
things 
can be 
combined 
with 
cream sauce and served on milk toast. 
The bulletin therefore gives a 
large 
number of recipes for the preparation 
of various milk dishea which will help 
children consume the requisite amount 
of mi'ik without growing tired, of thl.s 
valuable food. 
Those for milk soups 
M i l l 1)0 found particularly useful, as 
the>' g i v e ihe Tuother an easy means of 
preparing manv vegetables which are 
essentials in tlie child's diet. 


Bread and Cereals. 
^^'cli-baked 
bread 
and 
thoroughly 
fookcd breakfast cereals are both good 
for children and with milk should make 
up a large part of the diet. Bread and 
«•(•real mushes are to a certairt extent 
interchangeable, but' neither can 
take 
the place of milk, meat, eggs, fruits anfl 
vegetables. 
An ordinary slice of bread 
is equal in food value to about half 
cnijful of boiled or steamed cereal and 
about a cupful of flaked or puffed cereal. 
Different kinds of bread may be used 
for variety. 


The yeast-raised bread given to young 
children should be at least a day old 
or should be toasted 
or 
twice baked. 
Hot breads are likely to be swallowed in 
large pieces and are therefore not de- 
sirable. 
Hot breads which are almost 
all crust, like thin tea biscuits or crisp 
rolls, are best of the hot varieties. 


Meat, Fish and Eggs. 
Under the heading, "Meat, Fish, Poul- 
try, Eggfl and Meat Substitutes," the 
author states: "In some families chil- 
dren do not get enough meat and eggs; 
in others they get too much. 
^ good 
general rule commonly followed is to 
(five a child 2 years old or over an 
egg erery other 
day and about 
the 
Eame amount (2 ounces) of meat, fish, 
or poultry on the intervening 
days. 
Where meat is omitted, care must be 
taken to see that other suitable foods 
take 
its 
place—preferably 
an 
extra 
amount of milk and eggs," 


Fried meats should not be given to a 
child, because they are likely to be over- 
cooked and tough and also because the 
fat may be scorched and thus changed 
in composition. 
Scorched fat is almost 
certain to be hurtful to children. 


Meat iii beat given as broiled chop 
meat or in simple meat stews combined 
with vegetables. 
Poultry may be boiled 
and served with rice. 
When 
roasted, 
only the tender portions should be fed. 
Highly seasoned stuffing or rich gravy 
should not be given to a young child. 


Dried and other fish, and oysters, may 
be used in milk stews. 
Well-boiled fish 
is good for variety. 
Eggs must not bo 
overcooked or they arc likely to cau^e

how much 'wool' there is in a boy's 
makeup, we have to give some atten- 
tion to his conduct. .We must ascjrt.iin 
if we can what he is doing and what 
he tries to make of himself. 


"I was a party to an incident tbv 
other day that gave me a striking Il- 
lustration 
of the wool that may be 
found in a genuine, whole-souled boy. 
I 
wua standing at the depot in Blooni 
j ington, Indiana, waiting for my train. 
While talking to sòme friends, a lad 
approached and asked me if I wanted 
to, buy a Saturday Evening Post. 
I 
said to him that I did n o t ; that T did 
not have the time then to read it. 
There was something in the manner of 
the boy that attracted my attention ana 
I asked him what the profit to him was 
on one of his papers, and he answerer 
me 'two cents.' 
I had two coppers In 
my pocket and offered to drop them 
inito his hand. 
He refused the offer. 
H-' would not receive the coppers, he- 
cause he said he didn't want a tip. 
He 
added that Mr psper was worth iWe 
centi and if I coiildn't read it, he didn't 
want me to give him his profit. 
Now, 
I nut that hoy down in my mind «»a 
bov who is 'all wool and a yard wide.'* 


"If you want to become a useful' 
man—and I know you all do—follow 
the example of the boy who didn't want 
a tip; of the boy who iniiiti on uivinx 
somethilur in ' retnrif for: wbài he re-- 


ceives. Of course misfortime may over 
take any of us, whether we be boys or 
men, and we may have to depend very 
largely upon the assistance of friends; 
but it should be the ambition of every 
boy to go through life giving, so Tar ag 
he possibly can, value received for what 
he gets. 
The bov or the man who al- 
ways gives value received for what he 
gets never perpetrates a fraud uuon his 
neighbor. It is the designing individual 
who hopes to get something for nothing 
that 
does wrong by defrauding 
liis 
neighbor. 


"The boy who starts out with the 
purpose of defrauding his young asso- 
ciate is very likelv, when he becomes a 
man, to defraud his neighbor; aud the 
man who goes about to defraud oth^r 
people does society more injury than ho 
does it good. 
He may 
occasionally, 
when the public is -watching him, «lu 
something that is really good, although 
he be bad at heart; but in the long-run 
a man who is endeavoring to get some- 
thing through cimning and through mis- 
representation does society more harm 
than he does it ofood. 


"If you forget everything 
«Is», in 
connection with my coming to Terre 
Haute tonight to meet you. I don't want 
vou to forget that I impresscjj upon 
vour minds the importance of your be- 
ing 'all wool and a yard wide.'"

Nv^ro has piauned all these things 
so tvell that she has apecifioally pro- 
vided for any and every 
emergency. 
For example: 
Mollie Cotton Tail (Brer 
Rabbit) wasn't born with a white tail 
for nothing. 
This little ball of white 
fur is the guiding star of their young 
when they hop through the long grass 
or underbrush, or when chased by an 
enemy. 
Then there is the deer with the 
white on the under Hide of its tail, 
which ia raised in flight and provides 
a target whereby the do^-can follow 
in the dark. 
And BO WO could name 
hundreds of other illustrations of 3Ioth- 
er Nature's wise forethought in balanc- 
ing things evenly in this world. 


It is quite natural that man shonld 
follow in the footsteps of nature—es- 
pecially those who have lived closest to 
her. Primitive man had ho distinguish- 
ing body marks to blaze a trail for 
liis progeny, so made a way by breaking 
a twig or Trending a limb iu a certain 
direction, marking the ground with a 
dead branch, or overturning a stone, 
etc., etc. 


As man became ihore enthralled with 
civilization 
he gradually 
changcd 
bis 
methods and used means that were more 
iu keeping with the times. 
The Amen- 
can pioneers blazed the trail by cutting 
a gash on the lee side of a tree. 
This 
crash peeled the bark off down to tiie 
solid wood and left a permanent scar. 
The lee side of the tree was always 
chosen so that 
in winter the 
snows 
would not hide the mark. George Wash- 
ington, the 
Father 
of 
our Country, 
when a youth followed these pioneer 
bl^azed trails for many a mile in and 
around the western part of 
Pennsyl- 
vania.

American history and fiction abound 
iu stories 
of 
travel 
and 
adventure, 
wherein hunters, trappers and traveler» 
of every description Were guided by a 
faint trail which the eye of the average 
man • today 
would 
never see. 
These 
pioneers developed the sense of 
sight 
go that thev could see signs that Avere 
really 
invisible to the average 
man. 
Sight to these pioneers' was what the 
sense of smell was to the lower ani- 
mals. 


Marking the 
Highways. 
Many a prairie schooner followed the 
path that Avas started by the buffalo, 
leading to some favorite feeding ground, 
Avatering hole or salt lick. 
Many 
a 
scout in the pioneer days of our coun 
try's history left his mark in the wil- 
derness for friends to follow. 
Today, 
instead of developing this higher sense 
of sight, m ^ has in a measure lost it. 
He has offset this loss, however, *>y 
marking thé highways and byways fio 
plainly that a child can follow the trail. 


Ab these tTallB became more traveled 
the blaze on the tree was lost sight of 
in the greater prominence of the beaten 
path. 
These paths were traveled by 
pedestrians and men and women 
on 
horseback and in time developed into 
roads, and 
finally 
the roads into the 
main arteries of Wavel, the highway or 
turnpike. 
Branch roads joined the main 
line here and there and in order to keep 
tourists 
or 
strangers in the locality 
fully informed, sign posts were erected. 


At first, Avhen the road was nothing 
but .the bridle

tioned, these branches were marked by 
crude gashes or hierogyphics that were 
familiar to travelers in the pioneer days 
but which would mean little or nothing 
to us at this time.

2 0 0 MEXICANS WERE KILLED. 


Battle at Columbus Cut Heavily Into 
Villa's Force. 


Columbus, N. M., March 10.—Approx- 
imately 200 Mexicans were killed in the 
battle with United States soldiers here 
yesterday in which 
sixteen 
American 
civilians and soldiers lost their lives, 
according to estimates of army officials 
today. 


Major Frank Tompkins, of the Thir- 
teenth cavalry, in 
command 
of 
the 
troops that drove Francisco Villa and 
his bandits across the border, said that 
Villa's los.ses were fully 100. 
Early to- 
day seventy-five Mexican dead found on 
the Mexican side were either burned or 
buried. 
Army 
patrols 
and 
armed 
civilians today maintained a close watch 
for the re-appearance of bandits along 
the border. 


Villa, at the head of the main body of 
bandit«, was reported early today fifteen 
miles south of the international line, 
where he halted after a running 
fight 
yesterday with pursuing, United States 
troopers. 
The possibility of further ban- 
dit raids Avas admitted by army officers 
and armed civilians and state militiamen 
end cowboys are co-operating with the 
federal authorities in maintaining a bor- 
der patrol. 


Reinforcements Anive. 


Tho first reinforcements arrived early 
today when the First battalion of tho 
Tenth infantry, 250 men, under Maj. 
William R. Sample, arrived from Fort 
Bliss on a special train. 
A battalion 
after receiving a fresh supply of ammu- 
nition were dispatched by Col. Slocum, 
commanding tho troops here, to Victorio, 
thirty-two miles 
west. 
Other 
troops» 
were reported to have been tlispatched 
at various points along the J)order. 


The piu-suit of Villa and his men by 
250 American cavalrymen under Major 
Tompkins and I^indsley ended when the 
Villa force made 
a 
determined stand 
after reaching a series of hills, 
fifteen 
miles south of the border. 
Tlie casual- 
ties to the American forces during this 
battle consisted of the death of a cor- 
poral, whose name has not been learned, 
and the wounding of Capt. George Wil- 
liams, who sxistained a bullet wound in 
the hand. 
Tho Mexican casualties in 
this engagement were not reported. 
Of 
the Americans killed eight were civilians 
and eight were soldiers.

recently, 
are also believed to have been killed. 


Mrs. Maude House Wright, wife of 
John Edward Wright, was taken • pris- 
oner with her husband and after nine 
days in captivity 
were released after 
the battle at Columbus. 
Her baby,' she 
said, was taken from her and she was 
told given to a Mexican family. 


Papers dropped •> by Francisco Villa in 
his flight after his attack on Columbus 
yesterday, revealed, it became 
known 
today, that he had decided last Octo- 
ber to wage warfare »against 
Ameri- 
cans. 


Had Long Been Planned. 


This step, according to Villa's personal 
documents, »was taken immediately fol- 
lowing recognition by the United States 
of the Carranza de facto government 
and began with the institiition of Villa'3 
campaign in Sonora. which ended'tlis- 
astrouslv at Agua Prieta on Nov. -20 
Among the papers found was Avhat j)Ui- 
ported 
to 
be an 
agreement »betweni 
Villa and Mexican residents of Colonia 
Morelos, near El Tigre, Sonora, pledg- 
ing mutual .support in an effort to ou^t 
Mormons and other Americans, coniis- 
cate their property ami operate their 
mines and farms. 


The »citizens, according to the alleged 
agreement, promised to take up arms 
with Villa to gain this end. 
Villa was 
to furnish the Mexicans of tho district 
with live 
stock, t to 
be delivered 
by 
April, 1016, "after 
he had overcome 
Carranza and established 
himself 
aa 
supreme chief in jNIexico." 


Another of the papers »acknowledged 
receipt of $2o,000 in gold from the con- 
solidated Cananea Copi)er company, at 
Naco, Sonora, shortly after Villa's re- 
treat from »Agua I'rieta, 
The receipt

Washington of an allotment of eight 
hundred men to each congressional dis- 
trict -would give to Indiana 10,400 men. 
The allotment at present is 7,100 men 
and this has been the state's portion 
• for some ^-ears. 
The strength of the 
enlistment, however, is but about :),000. 


could easily enough enlist the 
](»,40M men talked about," says Adjutant 
(jeneral 
Franklin 
L. 
Bridges. 
"The 
getting of the 
men 
to enlist 
would 
really 
be the simplest part of it. ^V'e 
can only recruit what we <'an ])roperly 
care for. 
U'e have not the armories 
that are needed. 
These could either be 
rented <n- owned by the state and are 
necessary to efficiency for many reasons. 
An enlistment of 10,400 or even of 3,000 
men, means that we have considerable 
l»roj<erty to care for in way of equip- 
ment. 
Armories are esseiitial for this. 
Men must 
have 
proper quarters for 
drill. 
The lack of efficiency which was 
criticised severely some time ago and 


before I assvmied charge, was largely 
flue to lack of these proper facilities for 
getting efficiency. 


''We liave done much, as the records 
show, to make efficieno}*. We have had 
larger 
attendance at the annual 
en- 
campments and at drills. 
The govern- 
ment reports have 
credited us 
with 
large strides in these particulars. While 
we have been transferred in our efti- 
ciency measurements from the militia 
to the re^gular ai;my standard, we have 
advanced. We were compelled with this 
change to do some eliminatintr and new 
organizing. 
The standard has been ma- 
terially raised. 


"Whatever the national 
government 
will do to help us in enlarging enlist- 
ment, taking care of the annual camp 
and other things that cost money, there 
is much 
that 
falls upon the 
state. 
Larger enlistment means larger appro- 
priation of state funds, and except in 
case of war the militia is not the first 
thing to have consideration in this line. 
This is the cold fact whatever we may 
say of the general sentiment for pre- 
paredness. 
The chances are. that be- 
cause of the appropriation which was 
made by the last legislature we aHH 
soon have one good armory built. 
This 
may encourage others. 
Personally, 
I 
.-ihould like to see. the National Guard, 
of Indiana recruited to the full strength 
allowed or called for, but it must de- 
pend upon what the state is willing to 
invest in seeino- this done. 
An apyro- 
priatini to enlarge the enlistment of 
men, 
the 
government 
furnishing 
the 
equipment 
and 
part 
of 
the 
support, 
would imply an obligation to maintain 
the organization from year to year."

OeSEtS COMMERCE 
IS IHyEIL ISSUE 


Trade is at the Bottom of 
Armed Merchantmen 
Controversy. 


By Gilson Gardner. 


Washington, Marcii 10.—Our overseas 
commerce is really '\vlial President Wil- 
son is defending in this U-boat and 
armed merchantman controversy. 
The 
right of the American to travel on ¡i 
merchant ship is merely the symbol of 
the real thing. 
It is the merchantman 
plying 
his 
overseas 
trade 
that 
the 
t'nited States intends to defend. 


"Defend the territory of the United 
States," says the statesman who wants 
to trive np the rights of Americans to 
travel on the ships of belligerent na- 
tions. 
"Fight only to repel invasions." 


Those rehictant to mix in the Euro- 
pean hell like the sound of this advice. 


But are they willing to give np their 
foreign trade? 
The seas are either free 
or they are not. 
They are either liigh- 
ways open to peaceful commercial travel 
or they are closed by force—the force 
of 
dreadnaughta 
or 
of 
submavines. 
American trade and traders either have 
a right to go or they have not. 


And it is really the American trade 
that counts. 
A passenger more or les? 
does not count. 
An Astor even may be 
lost on a Lusitania and the countri; 
survive. 
The diplomats and statesmen 
talk about the nation's "honor" but 
what they mean is the nation's busi- 
ness. 
And when they mean the na- 
tion's business they mean the nation's 
right to live. For this nation is part of 
e -world-wide economic system—a sys- 
tem whose very life is based upon ex- 
change. No nation is sufficient to itself 
The United States is very independent. 
It is blessed with food-producing land, 
as well as manufacturing plants which 
supply a large part of what its people 
need. 
But it looks abroad for coffee, 
spices, tropical fruits and many manu 
factured products; and even the isola- 
tion of one European nation and the 
consequent 
cutting 
off 
of 
dyes 
has 
thrown our manufacturing all askew. 


What would happen if all our foreign 
trade were cut oi^'—or any considerable 
part of our imports 
or pur exports? 
During 
the 
month 
of 
January 
ths 
United States exported goods valued at 
$333,535,303, and imported goods val- 
ued at $184,192,299. 
What would hap- 
pen if the nation were suddenly called 
upon to give up its foreign marketi for 
cotton, wheat, meat and war munition.s. 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce E. F. 
Sweet in a recent speech answered thai 
question. 
"We 
consume 
about 
one- 
third of the cotton crbps," he sahl. "and 
export about two-thirds. 
Should our 
exports be cut off, -we -would have about 
three times as much cotton on our 
hands as we use, and the price would 
therefore be reduced to very much be- 
low the cost of production. In the case 
of wheat • • • in 1915, we exported in 
grain and flour the equivalent of 333 
million bushels of wheat. 
If this had 
been kept in the country, and if the ra- 
tion of consumption to price -were aj»- 
plied, the price would ha-ve been prob- 
ably 35 cents less than that actually n.- 
ceived." 


To cut off foreign trade would mean 
panic and stagnation quite beyond words 
to describe. 


But what has this to do with Amer- 
icans travelling on armed merchantmen 
of the belligerents 
Everything. 
The 
U. S. has no merchant ships of its <iwn 
—not enough to mention. 
Our trade 
goes 
under 
foreign 
flags—princiijully 
that of Britain. 
And in -any case the 
British are in absolute control of the 
seas. 
Our trade goes in any shipis—our 
own included—subject to John Bull's 
0. K. 
Withdraw that consent and see 
what would happen to our foreign trade. 


Immemorial precedent—that is, inter- 
national law—has recognized the right 
of merchants to travel safely even on 
the ships of belligerent 
merchantmen, 
because to refuse such right would be 
an interference with the conduct of 
peaceful commerce between non-warrin;^ 
jiations. To admit now that any nation 
can refuse such right is to admit that 
peaceful commerce of a non-belligeri?nt 
nation may be interrupted at the -will 
or convenience of a belligerent. 
For It 
is assumed 
in international 
relations 
that a nation which -will not fight for 
its citizens will not fight for its com- 
mcrce. 
This assumption may be con- 
trary to fact, but it is an axiom of in- 
ternational law. 


All rights in the sea and to trade with 
foreign nations, are. then, in the opinion 
of President 
Wilson, involved in the 
iirnieri-morchantman controversy. Tr tlio 
Oriiinn l -boat can disregard the iives 
of neutral passengers, including Amen- 
eftni», on ^iiips whose only armament is 
ajiainst Hie attack of siibmarines whose 
priicfice ii;is been to shoot from ambush 
witlinui warning, then Germany or Brit- 
ish or any nation may disregard Amer- 
i;iin I'oniinerfial rights, or any claim (o 
use tiie ocean highways, or to do buoi- 
nepp on an equal footing with otlier na- 
tions iri the markets of tlie world. 
The 
U. S. would have no rights beyond its 
ocean 
boimdaries, where 
its 
military 
forces would be ranged to repel in- 
vasion. 


That is the proposition as the presi- 
dent sees it. 
And this is why he has 
rapped congress across the knuckles lor 
meddling with his handling of tiio na- 
tion's foreign policies. 
It is not really 
a matter of the nation's "honor"; it 
1.s something more specific—the nation's 
foreign commerce.

Sunshine a Germicide Ir 


Sanflhtse 
i» an 
»mazlnsly 
potent 
for the f a r m 
hou««k©ep«r 
and in the dairy and stables. 
The 
practice of exposing cooking and other 
Utecails used In connection with food 
to direct sunlight makes use of this 
fact, although comparatively few ap- 
^-••iclate exactly the -work done hy the 
sun 
In this regard. 
Probably 
only 
those who are acquainted with testa 
•which have actually been made realize 
how 
quickly 
sunshine 
kills 
disease 
germs exposed to It. 
Hence the fol- 
lowing testa may be generally Instruc- 
tive and Interesting: 


A pasty, creamy mass of tubercul- 
ous material, 
which 
was proved 
to 
contain uncountable numbers of viru- 
lent tubercle bacilli, was obtained f r o m 
a tuberculous cow and spread in thin 
smooth 
translucent 
layers on 
sheets 
of glass, pieces of wood, and strips of 
muslin. 
Some of the sheets of glass, 
pieces of wood, and strips of muslin 
were then placed outdoors on a mod- 
erately warm, clear, calm day where 
the sun could shine on them, and an 
•qual n u m b e r were placed In a dark 
room. 
After IB minutes' exposure to 
the sun, the tuberculous material on 
the glass, wood, and muslin still con- 
tained large numbers of living, viru- 
lent 
tubercle 
bacilli, 
which 
were 
proved to be fully capable of causing 
tuberculosis, but a f t e r 30 minutes' ex- 
posure to the sun no living tubercle 
badlll could be found; every test that 
oould be made proved that they were 
all dead. 


Similar tests with quite large opaque 
masses of tuberculous material, larger 
and denser than any tuberculous per- 
son is apt to expecfirate, proved that 
the bacilli in such masses on glass are 
still alive a f t e r 4, but entirely dead In 
less than 8 hours, and still alive In 
th« material on wood and muslfn after 
8, but dead in less than 16 hours. 


Th» tuberculous 
material 
in 
thin 
layers 
on 
glass, wood, 
and 
muslin, 
kept in a dark room, was proved to 
contain fully virulent, living tubercle 
bacilli a f t e r 30 days. 
The contrast is 
remarkable, 
tubercle 
bacilli 
of 
the 
same kind, on the same kind of mate- 
rial, dying in a smaller n u m b e r of 
minutes In the sunshine than the num- 
ber of days they remained alive in a 
dark room. 


As most varieties of disease germs 
a r e more easily destroyed by germi- 
cides 
than 
tubercle 
bacilli, 
and 
as 
tubercle bacilli. In the thin layers In 
which they are likely to adhere 
to 
clothing, 
blankets, 
rugs, 
draperies, 
furniture, walls, floors, etc., are killed 
by the rays of the sun In less than 
half an hour, though they remain alive 
In dark places a month and longer, H 
is reasonable to d r a w the following 
conclusions: 


(a) As a general sanitary principle 
!t Is desirable that all dwellings, sta- 
bles, etc.. should 
be so 
constructed 
that an abundance 
of sunshine 
can 
reach their interiors. 


(b) As a general protective measure 
against 
disease germs, 
it Is an 
ex- 
cellent practice to expose utensils for 
handling milk, and milk cans 
after 
they have been cleaned, to direct sun- 
light, and to h a n g or spread wearing 
apparel, blankets, bedding, rugs, horse 
blankets, etc., periodically where the 
»un can shine ou all parts of them.

TESTING NECESSARY TO DETERMINE VITALITY OF SEED 


Testing seed m m for germination— 
always a profitable farm 
practice—is 
an 
absolute 
nr-ceepity 
this 
year 
in 
many sections. 
In a n u m b e r of dis- 
trlct.s the last c o m crop from whi^h 
Eeed for the coming planting will be 
taken was late in maturing or BO moist 
when harvested as to call for special 
prerautions. 
A high moisture content 
makes seed corn particularly suscep- 
tible to damage f r o m freezing or heat- 
ing. 
F a r m e r s in the sections where 
corn failed to ripen normally who do 
not test their seed early enough to be 
able to replace their own bad 
feed 
with 
good 
seed 
secured 
from 
other 
sources will be taking an unnecessary 
risk. 
It is also especially 
important 
for holders of seed in such 
districts 
to take unusual care during the re- 
mainder of the winter to protect it 
from freezing. 


While complete testing for germina- 
tion should take place shortly before 
the seed Is planted, the specialists of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
believe that It will be simple forehand- 
edness for f a r m e r s who have any rea- 
Bort to be doubtful about the viability 
of their seed to make a preliminary 
germinating test with a few typical 
ears taken at random f r o m the rack, 
if these preliminary tests show 
that 
the seed la good, the owner then can 
continue his precautions to guard 
it 
from weather damage. 
If, however, 
this te.st with a few ears Indicates that 
the seed Is of low vitality, the farmer 
Should at once make further tests to 
•atisfy himself as to whether his seed 
com generally Is good or bad. 


If a farmer flnds his seed is bad, he 


should take stepe at once to meet the 
difficuJtj'. The purchase of seed should 
not bo delayed till spring, 
especially 
when so much corn in variotis sections 
has been damaged. The f a r m e r should 
secure 
his 
seed 
from 
well 
known 
.sources, buy it upon a 
germinating 
guaranty basis, and get his seed 
or 
typical samples early enough to make 
his own germinating tests. 


Do Not P l a n t C o m from E a r s lAke 
These. 


If the f a r m e r happens to have 
a 
stock cf seed left over f r o m year be- 
fore last and doubts the seed f r o m 
last year's crop, he would do well to 
test the older seed also a^d then use 
whichever shows the greater vitality. 
Seed corn if properly cared for will 
retain 
its vitality for several 
years. 


Many f a r m e r s 
knowing 
this 
always 
select an extra a m o u n t of seed from 
any unusually good harvest.

In single ear testing, two 
kernels 
from opposite sides of the ear on the 
top, two f r o m the middle, and 
two 
f r o m the butt are put In 
numbered 
squares 
or 
portions 
of 
germinating 
boxes or other testers. 
The 
kernels 
are kept moist at a room temperature 
not above 90 degrees F., nor below 50 
degrees F. 
After six or seven days the 
seed 
should 
begin to sprout. 
Only 
those ears f r o m which all the kernels 
give 
strong 
sprouts 
should 
be 
re- 
served for planting. 


Under 
ordinary 
circumstances, 
it 
may not be absolutely necessary 
to 
test every individual ear. 
If a large 
n u m b e r 
of 
typical 
ear-, 
show 
ger- 
minating tests as high as 97 per cent, 
the seed in general may be considered 
good. 
Under the unusual 
conditions 
prevailing 
this 
year, 
especially 
in 
neighborhoods where the corn did not 
mature normally, it should well repay 
a corn grower to test every car t h a t 
he intends to use for seed. 
If he has 
any reason to doubt the quality of his 
individual stock, the ear-by-ear test- 
ing is simply a f o r m of labor and crop 
insurance.

Possible Infestation 


of Green Bug 


A serious infestation of southwestern 
grain fields by the spring grain aphis, 
or green bug, as it is popularly termed, 
is possible the coming Spring, accord- 
ing to the United States 
Department 
of Agriculture. 
The pest has appeared 
in grain fields In Tennessee, Oklahoma, 
Kansas, and northeastern New Mexico, 
and It is probable that it Is also in 
southern Missouri and Arkansas. ' 


The 
danger 
of 
the 
insects 
doing 
serious damage In the Spring depends 
largely upon 
temperature 
conditions 
up to the middle of April. 
If 
the 
weather Is w a r m enough to permit the 
green bug to breed and at the same 
time 
sufficiently low to prevent 
its 
principal 
natural 
enemy—a 
minute, 
black, four-winged 
fly—from 
develop- 
ing, a serious outbreak over large areas 
may be expected. 


The circular advises grain growers 
in all the States where the pest has 
m a d e its appearance to watch 
their 
flelds closely. 
The flrst sign of an ap- 
proaching outbreak is t h e appearance, 
of spdis. usually circular, where 
the 
color of the growing grain has changed 
f r o m green to yellow. 
It Is f r o m these 
spots that the green bug spreads over 
the remainder of the 
fleld. 
The spots 
should be plowed under deeply and the 
ground harrowed and rolled, or the 
peat may be effectively destroyed by 
spreading 
straw 
over 
the 
infested 
patches and burning it.

SCAB OF POTATO. 


FUMIGATING TO PREVENT POTATO-TUBER MOTH INJURY 


By F. H. CHITTENDEN. 


The potato-tuber 
moth, 
an 
insect 
which has become a serious pest in 
many sections. Is a difficult insect to 
control by any single method. 
It Is 
not possible to reach the tuber worms 
in their mines In the potatoes or In 
the stalks or tubers while growing in 
the field, which makes it necessary to 
proceed 
against 
the 
pest ,by 
other 
methods. 
Of these several must 
be 
employed to insure success. 


The 
flrst 
measure consists in 
the 
maintenance of clean methods of cul- 
tivation. 
This means that all Infested 
potato plants and weeds must be de- 
stroj'ed. 
This can be done by prompt 
burning as soon as Insect Infestation 
Is manifest. 
The burning 
of 
these 
weeds will destroy the breeding and 
hibernating places of the insects. 
Do- 
mestic animals, 
such 
as sheep 
and 
hogs are valuable for the destruction 
of r e m n a n t s and may be utilized by 
merely turning them into the fleld. 


As in most other cases of 
insect 
injury, 
crop 
rotation 
is 
desirable 
where possible, and the co-operation 
of all potato growers of the neighbor- 
hood is practically a necessity. 
There 
are several alternate food crops which 
do not suffer greatly f r o m this insect. 
About the best of these are 
beans, 
peas, 
cowpeas, 
alfalfa 
and 
clover. 


These possess a dual value, as they 
all act as soli restorers. 
Care In dig- 
ging potatoes Is advisable In order not 
to cut Into the tuber or leave the dug

potatoes in the fleld over night where 
relnfestatlon could occur. 


While all of these remedies are of 
value, the best remedy Is the fumiga- 


tion of Infested tubers with bis«Ip%Qi 
of carbon or hydrocyanic a d d gas. 
tf 
bisulphid of carbon is used. It should 
be at .the rate of 3 pounds to 
cubic feet of air space, including the 
potatoes. 
One ounce to a barrel oi 
99 pounds capacity would not be ex- 
cessive. 
"With an exposure of not m o r s 
than 24 hours no h a r m should be dona 
to the potatoes for planting. 


W h e r e It can be conveniently dona 
hydrocj'anlc-acid gas should be used 
in a specially 
constructed 
gas-tight 
fumigator. 
In the case of bisulphid 
of carbon there is great danger 
in 
bringing the chemical Into proximity 
to flre, such aa a lighted lantern, or 
cigar, for the gas Is highly 
inflam- 
mable and even explosive. 


Fumigation 
with 
hydrocyanic-acid 
gas. properly performed, is not dan- 
gerous, but if improperly 
performed 
If Is decidedly dangerous to 
h u m a n 
and other animal life, as the fume« 
are 
very 
poisonous and 
are 
deadly 
when inhaled in any amount. 
This 
gas is more penetrating than blsalphld 
of carbon and can be used by an in- 
telligent person without trouble. If ha 
flrst 
familiarizes himself 
thoroughly 
with the procedure by carefully »»«tty- 
ing the printed directions or assisting 
someone who has had experience in 
the work. 


CONQUERING QUACK GRASS. 


Powdery scab h a s been traced 
to 
the Andean region of Peru, and 
is 
believed to be endemlo In the native 
home of the potato. 
That it Is a para- 
site of long standing is indicated by 
its m a n n e r of developing In t h e potato 
with the growth of the potato cells, 
which remain alive for some time a f t e r 
Infection. 


P R E S E R V E T B B TREES. 


An oak or hard maple cannot be re- 
placed except through long years of 
growth. 
It therefore behoove« us to 
think twice before we needlessly re- 
move one. 
We should, however, loolt 
over our trees often and give what-, 
ever pruning or other care, is needed.

derground stems, are ^s easily killed 
as plants of wheat or other grains of 
the same age.

The seed will grow the same 
season and the young plants will be 
killed In the preparation of the seed 
bed and the cultivation of the crop.

smothering with tar paper, and spray- 
ing with a solution of sodium arsenite 
are best for the complete eradication 
of quack grass on small spots. 


All methods of eradication on large 
fields are based on thorough tillage.

I. Faith Defined, v. 1. This is per- 


haps the moat quoted and succinct 
definition we h»re of faith. What fol- 
lows Is hut the illustration sod ap- 
plication of the fact Faith Is an "as- 
surance" (R. v.). The ground of this 
assurance and conricUon is the word 
jof God. 
(See Rom. 10:17). The only 


wire ground for a dynsjnic and intel- 
ligent faith is God's word: pnt to the 
meld test of experience it never falls. 


II. Faith Declared, vv. 4, 5. Faith 


liad been declared and manifested by 
jmaify Illustrations before the death ot 
^Stephen: 


(a) Abel, at the risk of his brother's 


•anger, obeyed the unseen God and 
earned his approval; his heroic, mar- 
tyred spirit still epeaku to men (T. 4). 


(b) Enoch, the diligent seeker after 


God, in a world 'of lawlessness llred a 
life well-pleasing to him through a 
faith that made his presence real (rr. 
16. «). 


(c) Noah (T.T), a lonely man of faith 


(Gen. 6:5), chose the unseen God and 
preached righteousness rather than 
arold the ridicule of his neighbors. 
'Noahtreckonlng the invisible as tan- 
gible, continued to build his ark and 
became a blessing to the race. 


(d) Abraham and Sarah (8-12). Not 


knowing whither they went, by faith 
these lonely pilgrims unerringly fol- 
lowed an Invisible God to an unseen 
country; but a faith greater still led 
'them to "dwell in the land" and not 
possess it (v. 10). Their faith re- 
Deemed them from the mere emigrant 
'character. They "looked for a city, 
which had foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God." 


(e) Moses (23-28) showed his faith 


by a right choice. He weighed values 
and had "respect unto the recompense 
of reward." 
His faith "endured, as 


seeing him who is Invisible." Moses 
saw by faith the "reproach of Christ," 
that which Christ suffered for the re- 
demption of the world, as being of 
"greater riches than the treasures of 
Egypt." 


These, and others not mentioned, 


are summarized by their having ac- 
complished ten different things (32- 
40). 
They performed great deeds of 


heroism (32-34); they endured peat 
suffering and persecution (35,86). All 
of this, suffering was to issue in a 
greater reward with the glory that 
was to come (Rom. 8:18, II Cor. 4:17, 
18). All these men of faith "obtained 
a good report." 


III. Faith Demanded, 12: 1, 2. The 


Holy Spirit has given us this lorig list 
of heroes as an exhortation to stir up 
those living to the performance of 
their duty. The roll call of triumphant 
heroes is not yet completed. All th«ae 
mentioned are witnesses, not onlook- 
ers. 
These are they who have testi- 


fied to God and to the truth of his 
word. In the light of this testimony

which was written by Caroline L. Hunt, 
under the direction of Dr. C. F. Lane- 
worthy, chief of the office of borne eco- 
nomics, 13 easy to understand and 
should be helpful to mothers who are 
trying go to- care for their children that 
they will grow up into italvart and 
efficient men and women. It ii issued 
at this time »» a co-operative contribu- 
tion to the "Baby \Veek1' campaign con- 
ducted bv the Children's Bureau of the 
U. S. department of labor. 


The Author h»i carefully avoided th* 


use of all technical' dietary terms or 
systems of grouping and hai 10 classi- 
fied foods that any mother eaa meet thu 
following definition of i satisfactory 
diet for a little child; 


"A little child of 3 to 6 years of »*• 


who is carefully fed in accordance with 
his bodily needs (as these are now un- 
derstood) receives every day at least 
one food from each of the following 
croups: 


1. Milk and dishes made cUefly' of 


milk (most important of the group as 
.regards children's diet); meat, fish, 
poultry, eggs, afld meat substitutes. 


2. Bread and other cereal foods. 
3. Butter and other wholesome fats. 
4. Vegetables -and fruits. 
5. Simple sweets." 
The relation of food to the condition 


of 'the "bowels is also an important mut- 
ter. 
Grains, particularly those contain- 


ine the outer or branny layers or coats, 
are laxative; so, too, are such mildly 
acid 
fruits as Dapples, oranges arid 


grapefruit. 
So far, therefore, as the 


important matter of preventing con- 
ptipition is concerned, coarse grains and 
mildly acid fruits serve the same pur- 
pose. When fruits are to be obtained 
in abundance, the kind of cereal served 
is not of great importance. When they 
nre- not, the coarser cereals should bo 
uied. 


A Juart-of Milk a Day. 


The basis of a child's diet should Uc 


clean whole milk—at least a quart a 
day. 
Such milk, in addition to water, 


contains about half a cupful of tho 
v»ry best food substances—buttcrfat, 
milk sugar, lime, and other materials 
needed by the cliild to make muscle, 
bones and teeth. In addition milk con- 
tains 11 substance thought to promote 
growth bv. helping the body make good 
use of «thcr foods. 
When good whole 


milk is not obtainable, clean, fresh 
fikim milk supplies these 
substances 


with the exception of thc'biittorftit, and 
is. of course, preferable to dirty or 
questionable' whole milk. 
Milk, how- 


ever, contains very'little iron and there- 
fore spinach and other green vegetables 
nhd egg volks, which are rich in iron, 
combine well with milk. 


Tlic child should drink the milk with 


:tlie chill taken off, or should consume 
hio full quart a day with cereals and in 
.tnilk toast, cocoa, milk soups and stews, 
in cereal puddings, egg-and-nrilk pud 
dings,' custards, junkets, or simple ice 
.creams. '.Jlilk stews may be made with 
vegetables or fish, or to vary the diet 
these things can be combined with 
cream sauce and served on milk toast. 
.The bulletin therefore gives a large 
number of recipes for the 
preparation 


of various milk 'dishes which will help 
children consume the requisite amount 
of milk without growing tired of this 
valuable food. 
Those for milk soups 


will be found particularly useful, as 
they give the mother an easy means of 
preparing manv vegetables which arc 
essentials in the child's diet. 


Bread and Cereals. 


Well-baked 
bread 
and 
thoroughly

is equal in food value to about half a 
cupful' of boiled or steamed cereal and 


— abo.tit a cupful of flaked or puffed cereal 


Different kinds or bread may be used 
for variety. 
. The yeast-raised bread gi.ven.to young 
children should be at least a day old 
or should be toasted or twice baked 
Hot breads are likely to be swallowed jji 
large pieces and are therefore not de- 
sirable. Hot breads which are almost 
all crust, like thin tea biscuits or criap 
rolls, are best of the hot varieties. 


Meat, Fish and Eggs. 


Under the heading, "Meat, Fish, Poul 


try. figgs and Meat Substitutes," the 
author states: "In some families chil- 
dren do not get enough meat and eggs; 
in others they get too much. 
A gooc 


general rule commonly followed is to 
give a child 2 years old or over an 
egg every other day and about the 
same amount (2 ounces) of meat, fish 
or poultry on the intervening 
days 


Where 'meat is omitted, care must be 
iakcn to see that other suitable foods 
take 
its place—preferably 
an extra 


, amount of milk and eggs/' 


Fried meats should not be given to a 


child, because they are likely to be over- 
cooked and tough and. also because the 
fat may be scorched and thus changed 
in composition. Scorched fat is almost 
certain to be hurtful to children. 


Meat is best given as broiled chop 


meat or in simple meat stews combined 
with vegetable?. Poultry may be boiled 
and served with rice. 
When roasted, 


onlv the tender portions should be fed* 
Highly seasoned stuffing or rich gravy 
should not be given to a young child.

It is well, therefore, 
not to civc such fatty foods as pastry, 
fried meats and vegetables, and dough- 
nuts or rich cakes. If the child is con- 
stipated, the occasional use of cream or 
•nlad oil is desirable, for fat in abnnd- 
tiitT. if? laxative. 


J>aron or salt Dork, cut very thin aad 


carefully cooked, may be piven occa- 
sionally. It is very.important not to 
burn the fat. 


Vegetables and Fruits 


Vegetables and fruits are grouped to- 


gether b««u«« they arc similar in that 
•both supply iron, lime and other min- 
eral matters, and also mild acids. Veg- 
etables are an important but often .1 
neglected part of the child's diet. They 
should b« served at least once a day. ^s 
they help to keep the bowels Tn good 
condition. 
Fruits are important for 


their flavoring, for their laxative ef- 
fects and doabtlcss for other reasons, 
and Should be served in some form .it 
least once a day. Fruit juices and the 
pulp of cooked fruit, baked apples nn:l 
pears, and stewed prunes, arc the safest.

American history and fiction abound 


in stories of travel and adventure, 
wherein hunters, trappers and travelers 
of 'every description were guided by a 
faint trail which the eye of the average 
man today would never see. 
These 


pioneers developed the sense of sight 
so' that thex' could see signs that were 
really invisible to the average man. 
Sight to these pioneers was what the 
sense of smell was to the lower ani- 
mals. 


Marking the Highways. 


Many a prairie schooner followed the 


path, that was started by the buffalo, 
leading to some favorite feeding ground, 
watering hole or salt lick. 
Many a 


scout in the. pioneer days of our coun 
try's history left his mark in the wil- 
derness for friends to follow. 
Today, 


instead of developing this higher sense 
of sight, man has in a measure lost it. 
He has offset this loss, however, oy 
marking the -highways and byways so 
plainly that a child can follow the'trail. 


As these trails became more traveled 


the blaze on the tree was lost sight of 
in the greater prominence of tho beaten 
path. 
These paths wero traveled by 


pedestrians and men and women on 
horseback and in time developed into 
roads and finally the roads into the 
main arteries of travel, the highway or 
turnpike. Branch roads joined the main 
line here and there and in order to keep 
tourists or 
strangers in the locality 


fully informeoVslgii posts were erected. 


At first, when the road was nothing 


but the bridle path previously men- 
tioned, these branches were marked by 
erode gmshei or hierogyphieg that were 
familiar to travelers in the pioneer days 
but which would mean little or nothing 
to us fit this time. Later, counties, 
clubs, municipalities, enterprising mer- 
chants, and public spirited individuals 
painted the name of the place to which 
tho road led and the distance in miles.

iincered main highway! -or tunpiltes. j 
Tho United States government has rec- 
ognized and subsidized on» or two trans- 
continental highways. 
One of these 


was the Old National Turnpike that 
stretched 
from 
Baltimore, westward 


through Columbus, Ohio, and on finally 
to the Pacilic coast. This is now known 
to the motorists u the National Old 
Trails. 


As a boy, mr born* in Maryland was 


close to this old national turnpike. 1 
lived within six inilei of where this 
road wound its limestone surfaced war 
from 
Frederick City to Edgerstown, 


crossing Bolircr Heights on Catochtin 
and South mountain, through Turner's 
Gap. It i» needless to say I knew ev- 
efr foot of this .road. I knew the fa- 
miliir mois-covered, illegible milestone^ 
that used to mark the diitanee the 
prairie schooners were from Baltimore. 
And tho contributory roads or "feeders" 
to this nation*1, highway were marked 
iu some cates by signs, but more often 
hv familiar landmarks, such as twin 
trees, a certain house, an old stump, or 
a big sandstone rock that only a boy 
would r«cognize. You couldn't lose me 
on tilt darkest night in this country on 
account.of these ligna that blared my 
way home. 


This was an age before the automo- 


bile. 
Trareling 
was 
accomplished 


through these byways either on horse 
back or a one-seated slut wagon—a 
hybrid sort of blackboard. 
In those 


days money was a scarcity and every 
cent counted. The byways or dirt roada 
were tften mor« traveled than the turn- 
pikes 
because 
the 
turnpikes 
were 


marked about every seven miles with 
toll pates. Besides, there was a time 
that it was claimed the horses were in- 
jured br pounding the hard highways. 


When the automobile ceased to be a 


luxury for the very rich and did not 
cause a wild commotion when passing 
through a village far from civic centers, 
roads 
rapidly 
improved all over the 


country. 
More signs were -put up at 


e^ery fork and corner directing the 
tourist the way to go. And the motor, 
ist, owing to his wide range of travel 
and the speed with which lie covered tl 
•round, came to depend more and more 
upon guide posts. The better marked 
the road, the more it was traveled by 
the tourist. The good roads are usually 
the most marked by guide posts and 
vice versa. 


Birth of Lincoln Highway 


Final'v the Lincoln Highway wa« 


bom. The age was ripe for such a vast 
movement for the betterment of a na 
tioml 'uehway. It grew and grew 
amazinglv fast. The idea took bold ol 
the entire United States. It was more 
than the Roman 'Appian Way because 
this WEB to be a monument to that 


)eer of men, Abraham Lincoln—a monu- 
ment which belted the states he eave 
liis life to preserve. It was and is .in 
everlasting monument to this greatest 
of (Treat men. 


_ If it had not bcrn for the co-opera- 
tion of the newspapers, class publica- 
tions and magazines, the manufacturers 
and public spirited men of today never 
would have subscribed to the associa- 
tions through which the highways were 
made a reality. 


It wasn't any 
time 
before other 


transcontinental routes sprang into ex- 
istence, such as the National Old Trails, 
Yellowstone Trail, Kl Camino Heal, 
Great White Way, etc. Each of these 
roads has a board of managers whose 
object it is to promote interest in local- 
ities through which the highway passes 
and to blaze the trail so that all who 
travel that way may read the direction. 


The Lincoln Highway was the first 


to- mark or blaze the trail from coast 
to^ coast. Today a motorist can travel 
this road day or night and 
nee the 


familiar red, white and blue signs OR 
every side. Fence posts, telegraph poles, 
sides of houses, barns and in fact 
wherever the sign could be painted <,r 
tacked, it has been put up for the com- 
fort and convenience of (lie tourist. 


The Cannon Ball Trail is another 


blazed route out of Chicago. It hap its 
black ball in the center of a white 
background all along the road-way. And 
the other trails are now equally we!! 
marked. 
The "feeders" to these high- 


ways are being- marked by the eood 
roads clubs, counties, and even some 
states arc taking up the work. 


Tire manufacturers were well ahead 


of the times. Even before the Lincoln 
Highway was well under way, a woll 
known tire company had erected guide 
posts over all the country, pointing tho 
way and telling distances to various 
towns, 
and, incidentally, advertising 


tires. These have proved a, bletsing to 
many a tourist. 


The 
manufacturer of 
underground 


gasoline storage systems came to tlu 
front. 
One manufacturer in particular 


nationally known, puts out a curb out- 
fit that has tho recognized emblem (,l 
the particular road upon which it is to 
used, handsomely painted in colors on 
its doors. 
Every garage or gasoline 


service station on these routes can. anc: 
many have, marked the highway at'tlu 
same time that he established his busi- 
ness. 


Automobile clubs in pome of tnc 


cities through which these transcontin- 
ental highways pass have erected tri. 
umphal arches ncros? the right-of-way 
These are local monuments to the mem 
onr of Lincoln and at the same Inn- 
welcome the tourist to the city and on 
his passincr out give him God nnecti 
^omp of tlirm nre roallr wnrl-s of ar 


and express very forcibly the civic pri.lc 
of the people.

EASILUETTHEM 


Suggested Preparedness 


Program Allots iO,400 


Men to Indiana. 


By Willis S. Thompson. 


. Indianapolis, March 10.—Considerable 
Interest has been manifested over the 
state in the matter of preparedness-as 


, it 
effects the national guard in 
In- 


diana. 
The proposition suggested at 


Washington of an allotment of eight 
hundred men to each congressional dis- 
trict would give to Indiana 10.400 men. 
The allotment at present is 7,100 men 
and this has been the state's portion 
for some years. The strength of the 
enlistment, however, is but about 3,000. 


"\Ve could easily enough enlist the 


10,400 men talked about." says Adjutant 
General 
Franklin 
L, Bridges. 
"The 


getting of the men to enlist would 
really 
be the simplest part of it. We. 


..can only recruit what we can properly 
care for. We have not the armories 
that are needed. These could either bo 
rented or owned by the state and are 
necessary to efficiency for many reasons. 
An enlistment of 10,400 or even of, 3,000 
men. means that we have considerable 
property to care for in way of equip- 
ment. Armories are essential for this. 
'Men ••must have 
proper quarters for 


drill. The lack of efficiency which was 
criticised severely some time ago and 


before 1 assumed charge, was largely 
due to lack of these proper facilities for 
getting eflicieney. 
' . 


"\\ c have done much, as the records 


Dhow, to make efficiency. We have had 
larger attendance at the annual en- 
campments and at drills. The govern- 
ment reports have 
credited u» with 


large strides in these particulars. While 
wo have hoen transferred in our effi- 
ciency measurements from the militia 
to the regular army standard, we have 
iidvunccd. We wore compelled with this 
change to do some criminating and new 
organizing. The standard has been ma- 
terially raised. 


"Whatever the national 
government 


will do to help us in enlarging enlist- 
ment, taking care oC the annual camp 
and other things that cost money, there 
is much that falls upon the state. 
Larger enlistment means larger appro- 
priation, of state funds, and except in 
case of war the militia is not the first 
thing to have, consideration in this line. 
This is the cold fact whatever we ma/ 
say of the general sentiment for pre- 
paredness. 
The chances are that be- 


cause of the appropriation which was 
made by the last legislature we will 
soon have one good armory built. This 
may encourage others. 
Personally, I 


should like to s£j_the National Guard 
of Indiana recruited to the full strength 
allowed or called for, but it must 'de- 
pend upon what the state is willing to 
invest in seem* this done. An appro- 
priation to enlarge the enlistment of 
men,', the government furnishing 
the 


equipment and part of the support 
would imply -an obligation to maintain 
the organization from year to year."

travel on the ships of belligerent na- 
tion*. "Fight only to repel invasions.' 


Those reluctant to mil iu the Euro- 


pean hell like the sound of this advice. 


But are they willing to j»(ve up their 


foreign trade' The seas are either free 
or they are not. They are either high- 
way* open to peaceful commercial travel 
or they are closed by force—tlie force 
of 
dreadnaughts^ or 
of 
submarine*. 


American trade and traders either have 
a richt to go or they have not. 


And it as really the American trnd« 


that counts. A passenger more or !es; 
does not count. An Astor even may be 
lost on a Lusitania and the country 
survive. The diplomats and statesman 
talk about the nation's ''honor" but 
what they mean is the nation's busi- 
ness. 
And when they mean the na- 


tion's business they mean the nation's 
risht to live. For ibis nation is part of 
a world-wide economic system—a sys- 
tem whoso very lifo is based upon ex- 
change. Xo. nation in sufficient to itself. 
The United States in very independent. 
II it blessed with food-producing land, 
at well as manufacturing plants which 
supply a, large part of what it* people 
need. But it looka abroad for coffee, 
spices, tropical fruiU and many manu-

United States exported goods valued at

upon to give up it' foreign market! for 
cotton, wheat, meat and war munitions. 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce E. F. 
Sweet in a recent speech answered thai 
question.

that a nation which will not fight for 
its citizens will- not fight for its com- 
merce. This assumption may be 
trary to fact, but it is an axiom of in- 
ternational law.

the material on wood and muslin after 
S, but dead In lei* than 18 hours. 


Th* tuberculous material in thin 


foy*n on glass, wood, and muslin, 
kept in a dark room, was proved to 
contain fully virulent, living tubercle 
bacilli after 80 days. Th* contrast Is 
remarkable, tubercle bacilli of the 
same kind, on th. same kind of mate 
rial, dying In a smaller number of 
minute* in the sunshine than the num- 
ber of day* they remained alive In a 
dark room. 


A* most varieties of disease germs 


are more easily destroyed by germi- 
cides than tubercle bacilli, and as 
tubercle bacilli, in the thin layers In 
which they are likely to adhere to 
clothing, blankets, rugs, 
draperies. 


furniture, walls, floors, etc.. ar* killed 
by the rays of the sun In less than 
half an hour, though they remain alive 
In dark places a month and longer, It 
is reasonable to draw the following 
conclusions: 


(a) As a general sanitary principle 


It is desirable that all dwellings, sta- 
bles, etc., should be so constructed 
that an abundance of sunshine can 
reach their Interiors. 


(b) As a general protective measure 


against disease germs, It Is an ex- 
cellent practice to expose utensili for 
handling milk, and milk cans after 
they have been cleaned, to direct sun- 
light, and to hang or spread wearing 
apparel, blankets, bedding, rugs, horse 
blankets, etc., periodically where the 
Rm can shine on all parts of them.

TESTING NECESSARY TO DETERMINE VITALITY OF SEED 


Testing seed corn for germination— 


always a profitable farm practice—Is 
an absolute necessity this year in 
many sections. In a number of dis- 
tricts the last corn crop from which 
seed for the coming planting will be 
taken was late in maturing or so moist 
when harvested as to call for special 
precautions. A high moisture content 
makes seed corn particularly suscep- 
tible to damage from freezing or heat- 
ing. Farmers in the sections where 
corn failed to ripen normally who do 
not test their seed early enough to be 
able to replace their own bad seed 
with good seed secured from other 
sources will be taking an unnecessary 
risk. 
It is' also especially Important 


for holders of seed in such districts 
to take unusual care during tho re- 
mainder of the winter to protect It 
from freezing. 


While complete testing for germina- 


tion should take place shortly before 
the need Is planted, the specialists of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
believe that It will be simple forehand- 
ednees for farmers who have any rea- 
*on to ba doubtful about the viability 
of their ueed to make a prellminarj 
germinating test with a few typical 
ears taken at random from the rack 
If these preliminary tests show that 
the seed is good, the owner then can 
continue his precautions to guard i 
from weather damage.

The potato-tuber moth, an insect 


which has become a (erloui pest In 
many sections, /Is a difficult insect to 
control by any single .method. ' It is 
not possible to reach the tuber worms 
in their mines in the potatoes or In 
the stalks or tubers while growing in 
the field, which makes it necessary to 
proceed against the pest by other 
methods. 
Of these several must be 


employed to Insure success. 


The first measure consists in 


maintenance of clean methods of cul- 
tivation. . This means that all infested 
potato plants and'weeds must be de- 
stroyed. This can be done by prompt 
burning as soon as insect infestation 
is manifest. 
The burning of these 


weeds will destroy the breeding and 
hibernating places of the Insects. Do- 
mestic animals, such as sheep and 
hogs are valuable for the destruction 
of remnants and may be utilized by 
merely turning them into the field. 


As in most other cases

SCAB OF POTATO. 


Powdery scab has been traced to 


the Andean region of Peru, and Is 
believed to be endemic In the native 
home of the potato. That It Is a para- 
site of long standing Is indicated by 
Its manner of developing In the potato 
with the growth of the potato cells, 
which remain alive for some time after 
infection. 


Toung quack-grass plants. If at- 


tacked before they have formed un- 
derground stems, are as easily killed 
as plants of wheat or other grains of 
the same age. 


Manure containing quack grass seed 


may be applied on plowed ground be- 
fore preparing the soil for a cultivated 
crop.
